To the question, what he thought 
on their religion and gods, he replied, * It 
isaroad: if wedo right, and do not sin, 
we shall go to heaven.”—I explained to 
him what sin is; to which he replied, 
“ You are right: I will‘hear your instruc- 
tions.”—T he sincerity of the man is much 
to be doubted: however, we relieved him 
for the day, in the hope of seeing him 
again. He has six children. 

April 11.—The Brahmin has not been 
here yet—-A respectable native, a friend 
to our landlord, met me to-day in the 
schoo! house, which is nearly finished. I 
got into a long conversation with him on 
religious subjects, on schools, and on the 
purpose of our coming hither ; and, after- 
ward, on the duty which lies upon those 
of their own caste, and of the .Brahmins, 
that have conviction of the truth, to step 
forward and jead their deceived brethren 
into the saime way of truth. He heard 
with apparent pleasure. He greatly ap- 
proved of the establishment of schools; 
and was sure that the natives wish to be 
His old mother, he said, is 
very desirous of hearing the truth. She 
possesses a New Testament, which some- 
body reads to her, and she hears it with 
picasure. 

April 12——We held, this evening, the

Hitherto we have defrayed somes 
thing of such expences from the money 
which we received for Bibles and Testa- 
ments in Tranquebar. We praise the 
Lord for his gracious providence, and for 
the manifold tokens of his goodness. 
April 16—We received, from our 
friends, some English publications of last 
year, including the Report of our Society 
for 1814. The perusal brought us much 
refreshment. With joy and admiration 
do we contemplate the vast efforts which 
are made for the spread of the gospel. 
Turving from the cast to the west,from 
the north to the south ;—Ssecing that the 
Siberian, the imbabitant of Caucasus, the 
Russian, the Esquimaux, the North-Ame- 
rican Indian, the Chinese, the Hindoo, the

The trai~rous promoters were 
persons in the government, and nearly in- | 
timate with the Dey too; but as seme of | 
these gentlemen borrowed money from a 
merchant Jew, the Jews were considered 
as the perpetrators, notwithstanding they 
were not concernd at all in the affair. 
The sultan’s reasois were ; that had it not 
been for the Jewijh money, the riot in all 
probability would pot have taken place; 
| ergo, the Jews shaild be considered as the 
true revolutionist(: causa cause est causa 
causati, which, I bm sure, in the case of 
the Jews in 1804,wasa very unjust ide 
tion. They wert therefore taken awa 
tortured, and racked'in a variety of barb: 
rous ways, and mide (o suffer every ki 
of torment, partijularly that most terrible 
one of being susjended alive by a long 
rope on wie Bors of the tower walls, hav- 
ing hooked nails thrust into different parts: 
of the body, often under the chin bone, se 
asto suspend th¢ body perpendicularly.

| Powers of investigation with which God has en- 


dowed the humen mind, is an unsettled point, and 
not of great importance. 

Whoever were the inventers, they found it ne- 
cessary, in order to communicate the discovery, 
to mark them on some substance capable of im- 
pression and penetration. The most ancient of 
these that we know of, was stone ; to which suc- 
ceeded the palm tree, the bark of certain trees, 
the wooden, leaden or waxen tablets, which were 
written upon witha sharp pointed instrument 
called stilus, from which by metaphor, come the 
English word sézle in writing. 

After this, paper manufactured from an Egyp- 
tian reed, called papyrus, ‘onsisting of several 
coats of skin, as an onion, which being peeled off 
and split into thin flat surfaces, two of them were 
glued together. This was made into charts and 
parchment. 

Among the Romans were a class of domestics 
called Libvarii, who were of servile conditien,and 
whose employment was to copy the works of the, 
learned. To these aemmeatert after the decline 
of the Romen empire, a set of transcribers called 
Antiguarii, chiefly Monks, who being confined in 
cloisters, had no other employment, and who vi- 
ed with each other in the correctness, wom 
and elegance of their copics. Besides these Wri- 
ters of books there were artis#s whose business 
was to embellish and illustrate menuscripts by 
painting.

THE LOCUSTS.

Mr. Poutsox,—As I wish to draw the atten- | 
tion of the learned to the rising of the Locusts, | 
which [ expect will take place, [according to the | 
usual custom, ]ia the month of May next, I tho't 
it might be of ise to present it to you, with the 
Memorandum, and some observations I have 
made on thesewonderful Insects,and if you should 
conclude them worthy of publishing in your pa-

1783— About the middle of May the Locusts 
began to rise, and they appeared to be in their , 
ap the first week in June, and by the 22d they 
1ad entirely vatished. 

1800—May he 20th the Locusts began to rise, 
and by the 29h they got to sing. [The weather 
this month watcool,which Lexpect was the reason 
of their reeurection being later than in the year 
1783.]  Theycontinued coming out of the earth 
until the begining of June. The latter end of 
the month netling more was to be scen of them. 

As soon as hey rise or come out of the earth, 
which is genenlly after sun-set, they are a home- 
ie nase ; theythen with the utmost haste make 
or a tree, Srestunee which they cofnmonly rise ; 
as s00n as thiy reach the trunk, they seize a 
strong hold wit) their legs, and by using conside- 
rable exertion, burst # shell that surrounds them, 
and from whi they extricate themselves, and 
come out a haidsome insect with wings, and then 
progress up tle tree, leaving the shell sticking, 
and in a few diys are able to fly and sing. 

I took notice, that if they are tardy in deliv. 
ering themselvps of their shell, they perish, as it 
soon becomes io dry that they are not able to get 
out of it. 

During thelr existence above the surface of the 
earth, they leil a merry life, but it is a very short 
one, for they exist but about two months, 

_ The femal, with a sharp spear, which she ear- 
ries in the under and back part of her body, makes 
an incision trough the bark and wood of the 
small branches of trees,(say generally fruittrees ;) 
and as she mkkes the opening, she deposits her 
eggs, one by the side of the other, and she will 
continue the itcision from three, four to ten inch- 
es long, accottling to the length of the branch.— 
How long thé eggs remain in that situation [ did 
not ascertain; but it is remarkable to reflect, that 
in due time, those eggs should, in What state or 
form is unkaown to me, fall to the round, and 
for a certain number of years, should penetrate 
into the earth—for they have been found several 
feet in the earth, and th: n, after entering a cer- 
tain depth, for them grudually to rise, and. that 
an exact period of seventeen years should take 
place before they come to perfection, and a gen. 
eral resurrection ensue, is wonderful indeed ! 
And, in my opinion, worthy the enquiry of the 
Philosopher; for I have no doubt, they were 
formed by the Almighty fora wise and useful

The Virginia and 
Maryland papers urge the farmers immediately to 
turn their aitention to corn and potatoes, to sup- 
ply, in some measure, the expected «deficiency. 

Ricumonp, May 6.—We are sorry to state, that 
the wheat crop is perishing under the Hessian 
Fly. The accounts we have received of its rava- 
ges aie alarming. A farmer from Powhattan as- 


sures us, that ground from which he expected a | 


few days ago to reap thirty bushels the cre, will 
not yield him five. Some estimate their loss at 
2-3ds.—-others at more. The change has been a 
rapid one.
